WASHINGTON, Feb. 7.— Secretary 


Shaw has replied to Jacob H. Schiff of |

retary’s views on currency legislation. 
Mr. Shaw calls attention to inaccuracies 


in the Chamber of Commerce committee’s 
statement of the existing law and depre- 
cates the lack of knowledge of the real 
situation shown in the report. 

The committee complained that the re- 
demption of National bank notes is limit- 
ed to $3,000,000 per month, a fact which 
the report said ‘ties up the only source 
of redemption we have” and militates 
against the proper elasticity of the cur- 
rency. The committee recommended the 
repeal of the law. 


“The most unfortunate feature of this | 


statement,” says the Secretary, ‘“‘is the 
fact that there is now no limitation on 
the redemption of National bank circula- 
tion. In the face of the fact that the 
banks at New York City alone returned 
to the Treasury for redemption over $12,- 
000,000 in National bank notes during the 
single month of December last, the fore- 
going recommendation justifies my regret 
that the committee did not give the sub- 
ject that consideration which is its due. 

“While there is a law limiting the 
amount of lawful money which the banks 
may deposit for the retirement of circu- 
lation to $38,000,000 per month, there is 
no limitation on redemption of Natiofial 
banknotes, and ne limitation on the re- 
tiremet of National bank circulation by 
banks that wish to deposit their own 
notes. The limitation is upon the con- 
traction of lawful money by the deposit 
thereof for the retirement of bank cir- 
culation. 

“I beg to suggest that in my opinion the 
repeal of the provision would not effect 
the remedy. Logically, banks find it 
profitable to retire their circulation, sell 
their bonds, swell their reserve, when- 
ever money is worth excessively high 
rates of interest. I regret that the com- 
mittee of the Chamber of Commerce did 
not study the question in the light of the 
actual operations of the banks of New 
York City. 

“The repeal of the $8,000,000 per month 
limitation on the amount of lawful money 
that can be taken out of circulation for 
the retirement of National bank circula- 
tion would make it possible to retire all

STATE BANKING INQUIRY 


Malby Gives Notice of Fight to 
Confine It to Kilburn. 


To AMEND THE RESOLUTION 


It WIIl Go Back to Assembly Then— 
Effort to Shield Men “ Higher 
Up,” Some Say.

ALBANY, Feb. 7.—There was a confer- 


jence between Gov. Higgins and some Sen- 


{ate leaders this afternoon on the proposed 


| investigation of the State Banking De- 


partment. The conference was held prior 


to transmission to the Senate Finance 
Committee of the Governor’s information 
relative to the charges against Supt. Kil- 
burn. 

Chairman Malby said after the confer- 
ence that the Senate surely would have 
an opportunity to vote on the investigation 
resolution fn some form. The Finance 
Committee would make no effort to sup- 
press it. 

“But either the resolution will be 
amended so as to confine the investigation 
}to Supt. Kilburn’s conduct of his office,” 
jsaid Senator Malby, ‘‘or some of us will 
|fight it on the floor of the Senate. There 
| is no doubt in my mind that‘if we attempt 
}to probe the affairs of particular banks 
that we would break some of the banks, 
or, at least, create a scare which would 
| lead to a money panic.” 
| Gov. Higgins and Senator Raines, it is 





| said, concur in the view that a general in- 
vestigation would be unwise. 

If the resolution is amended by the Sen- 
ate it wil) have to go back to the Assem- 
bly for concurrence in the amendment. 
Some of the Assembly Republican lead- 
ers, notably Wainwright of Westchester, 
are disposed to fight vigorously any prop- 
osition to contract the scope of the inves- 
tigation. 

They are inclined to think that the pur- 
pose in confining the investigation to 
whether Mr. Kilburn has been honest and

Mr. Schiff in his letter to Secretary 
Shaw urged upon him the necessity of 
bringing to the immediate attention of 
Congress the Chamber's recommendation 
that National public funds should be de- 
posited in the National banks at interest. 
To this the Secretary replies: 

“TI think favorably of the committee's 
recommendation that these deposits be at 
a reasonable rate interest, provided 
they be made without specific security. 
You being a banker must recognize that 
banks cannot afford to pay 2 per cent. 
interest on Government deposits, except 
when interest rates are below 8 per cent. 
if compelled to give Government bonds as 
security. It is not likely, however, that 
any bank would surrender a Government 
deposit simply because of a fluctuation 
in current rates of interest. 

““Thus you will see that the two recom- 
mendations of the Chamber, if they had 
any effect whatever, would result in fur- 
ther expansion during seasons of plenty 
and further contraction when interest 
rates are high.” 

Mr. Shaw also takes opportunity to de- 
fend his plan to relieve money stringency 
and inject elasticity into our currency sys- 
tem by permitting National banks in time 
of stringency to increase their circulation 
to an amount equal to 50 per cent. of their 
bond-secured currency. He regretted that 
the committee offered no alternative pian 
and said he believed in the end the one he 
advocates will be adopted.

DOES NOT TRUST MITCHELL. 


Vice President of Mine Workers De- 
mands Instructions in Writing.

PITTSBURG, Feb. 7.—Thomas L. Lewis, 
National Vice President of the United 
Mine Workers, created an uproar in the 
district convention of the union to-day 
when he declared he would accept no in- 
structions from President John Mitchell 
unless they were in writing. 

The warring delegates of the conven- 
tion had called upon President Mitchell 
to help them oust President Patrick Do- 
lan and Vice President Uriah Bellingham 
because of their action in the Indianapo- 
lis conference last week. Lewis arrived 
this morning. When asked to rule upon 
the dispute he refused, saying: 

‘“*I will not make a ruling until I learn 
from President Mitchell what my au- 
thority is. And that authority must come 
ia black and white. That is how far I 
trust him. I do not propose to put my- 
self in jeopardy for John Mitchell or any 
other man.” 

The entire day had been spent in a bat- 
tle in the convention. Dolan refused to 
relinquish his seat, saying only a refer- 
endum vote could oust him, and calmly 
smoked a pipe in the chair. He blocked 
all efforts to get rid of him by refusing 


to entertain motions directed against him, 
and insisted the convention should pro- 
ceed with its business. 

Mr. Lewis said to-night that he had re- 
ceived some instructions by wire from 
President Mitchell, but had sent for fur- 
ther clearer statements. He will not make 
them public until they are before the con- 
vention.

HAS “UNDERWRITER” LETTERS 


Inspector Carries His Imperlal Trustee 
Inquiry on to Boston.

BOSTON, Mass., Feb. 7.—Post Office 
Inspector Cortelyou, who has been work- 
ing up the case against the Imperial 
Trustee Company of Jersey City,in which 
several arrests have been made, including 
that of Foster Hooper, Vice President of 
the Hanover Bank of this city, came to 
Boston this morning to continue investi- 
gation of the case. 

He is confident that there is a strong 
case against Hooper, and he has letters, 
he says, showing the relationship exist- 
ing between Hooper and J. E. White, 
President of the trustee company. 

The hearing on the receivership, of the 
bank was put over. 


The Post Office Inspectors, who are 
looking up the affairs of the Imperial 
Trustee Company and its adjunct, the 
Hanover Bank of Boston, heard yesterday 
from several more persons who have run 
up against the New York concern’s pe- 
culiar method of ‘ underwriting.”’ The 
Inspectors are meanwhile being impressed 
| with the thoroughness with which the 
promoters of the scheme worked. The 
Imperial Trustee Company's methods 
were, apparently, those of a high-stand- 
| ing concern When a proposal] to float a 
}new industrial corporation was made to 
it, the officers always inquired into the 
prospective company’s standing, its as- 
sets, and the like with as much care as 
officials of a high-class trust company 
use when they are considering a similar 
business deal. 

Names of complainants are withheld be- 
cause of a fear that the stock of legiti- 
mate corporations in which they are in- 
terested will be unfavorably affected. 

“The victims,” said a Post Office In- 
spector last night, ‘“‘come to us chiefly 
to acquaint us with the methods of the 
concern. Through these victims we have 
also learned the names of several alleged 
brokers and promoters who have oper- 
ated in connection with the Imperial 
Company.” 

The Inspectors say they have learned 
that William N, Leary, who got jewelry 
on paper of the Hanover Bank of Boston 
and who was arrested on Tuesday, ob- 
tained certificates of deposit in December 
on three notes of $5,000 each, bearing the 
indorsement of New York men, and the 
promise to pay $15,000 in cash as soon as 
he had completed certain transactions 
which he had in hand.

KILLED BY PARALDEHYDE. 


Physician’s Wife Drinks the Stuff by 
Mistake In the Dark. 


Mrs. Warren C. Sneden, wife of a Flor- 
ida physician who hes been in New York 
about three months, was found dead in 
bed at the Hotel Vendome, Broadway and 
Forty-first Street, yesterday morning. 
Her husband got up, took a bath, and 
dressed before he noticed the pallor of his 
wife. He spoke to her, but she did not 
answer. Then he found that her body 
was cold. 

Having worked over his wife for a long 
time himself, Dr. Sneden appealed for help 
to the hotel management. Dr. J. C. Tay- 
lor of 82 West Thirty-sixth Street looked 
at the body and decided that Mrs. Sneden 
had been dead several hours, probably 
since 5 A. M. Coroner Shrady found that 
the death was .ndoubtedly accidental and 
gave a burial permit. 

The Coroner said later that he had 
learned that on Tuesday Mrs. Sneden 
was very ill, and her husbanf sent to a 
Third Avenue drug store for a pint bottle 
of paraldehyde. This is a drug used to 
strengthen the nervous system after ex- 
cesses. Dr. Sneden said he took one 
drachm of the drug himself late on Tues- 
day afternoon, giving his wife half a 
drachm. The bottle was put on the table. 

It is believed that Mrs. Sneden got up 
in the night, and getting the paraldehyde 
bottle in mistake for a whisky bottle, 
drank nearly two ounces. 

Mrs. Sneden was about 50 years old. Her 
maiden name was Moran, and her par- 
ents were wealthy Brooklynites. She 
married a man named Jackson, and was 
a widow when Dr. Sneden married her. 
Dr. Sneden was graduated from the Col- 
lege of Physicians and Surgeons with 
the class of 1882. He is the son of War- 
ren 8. Sneden, who for many years was 
President of the Metropolitan Savings 
Bank. He and his wife came up from 
Waveland, which is near St. Augustine, 
Fla.. and had planned to go back home 
to-day. 

Mrs. Sneden will be buried in New 
York. The time and place of the funeral 
have not been decided. 


LAWSON’S PROXIES CONTROL? 


Gov. Johnson of Minnesota Thinks 
the Bostonian’s End Is Gained.

Monnett of Ohio, and Fremont Older of 
San Francisco. I am not yet ready to 
announce the other names,”

“I have agreed to remain on the com- 
mittee, .although I refused to act us 
chairman of it, as Mr. Lawson urged 
me to do, as it would take too much 
of my time away from the State.” 

‘“‘Has Mr. Lawson the necessary prox- 
fes from policy holders to control the 
voting in the big life insurance com- 
panies?’ was asked. 

“I believe from the showing he made 
this afternoon that he has,” replied the 
Governor, “and I believe Mr. Lawson 
has a card up his sleeve that will as- 
tonish some folks.”

FEAR GUBERNATORIAL RACE 


Canvass Has Shown the Possibility of 
Democrats Putting Him on State 
Ticket Next Fall.

ALBANY, Feb. 7.~There is to ke a joint 


hearing next Wednesday on the Raines- 
Murphy bill providing for a recount of 
the votes cast at the recent election in 
New York City. Both Senator Raines and 


Assemblyman Murphy to-day announced 
their intention to make every effort pos- 
sible to have the bill passed, and ex- 
pressed the opinion that they would suc- 
ceed. 

Republican leaders are urging support 
for the bill on the ground that its pas- 
sage would be the best politics the Re- 
publicans could play, They believe that 
if there should be a recount the result 
would be to seat William R. Hearst as 
Mayor, They do not conceal the fact 
that their desire to seat Mr. Hearst as 
Mayor is for the purpose of eliminating 
him from the Gubernatorial contest next 
Fall. 

The Republican leaders fear that the 
Democrats may nominate Hearst for 
Governor. If they could be assured that 
the Democrats would nominate some one 
else and that Mr. Hearst would be an 
independent candidate they would not be 
much worried. 

Inquiries by the Republicans as to Dem- 
ocratic conditions in various sections of 
the State show that the only activity 
shown is that of the Hearst forces. The 
rcason, according to John B. Stanchfield, 
who was here to-day, is the belief that 
Hearst, if he did not get the Democratic 
remination, would run independent. 

With David B. Hill out of the political 
game, the Republicans belleve there is a 
considerable likelihood of the Democrats 
reaching the conclusion that they might 
as well “take a chance with Hearst.” 
As Hearst will have no effective opposi- 
tion up State, so the Republicans say, 
Murphy and McCarren may decide to 
take him to get’ even with McClellan, if 
for no other reason.

LONGWORTH SOUVENIR CARDS 


Washington Tourists Mailing Congrat- 
ulations Ahead of Time.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 7.—A New York 
firm of photographers has placed on sale 
in Washington postal cards bearing pho- 
tographs of Congressman Nicholas Long- 
worth and Miss Alice Roosevelt. Tourists 
are buying them by hundreds. 

Some have printed on the address side 
in semblance of handwriting the address 
‘*Mrs. Nicholas Longworth, White House, 
Washington, D. C.” 

The cards have vignetted portraits of 
the Congressman and Miss Roosevelt, dec- 
crated with roses, scrollwork, and cooing 
doves, and at the bottom the words in 
script, ‘‘ Heartiest congratulations and 
best wishes from—" 

Several of these cards were received at 
the White House to-day. 

Miss Roosevelt yesterday received the 
wedding gift which the French Govern- 
ment had intended for her. It is a Gobe- 
lin tapestry representing ‘‘ Justice,”" and 
was presented to Miss Roosevelt by Am- 
bassador Jusserand. 

It is understood that President Roose- 
velt informed several European powers 
that it would not be agreeanie if they sent 
expensive gifts, and, accordingly, most 
Governments are expected to send small 
gifts merely to express their good will. 
The French Government, however, had 
given orders for the manufacture of this 


rare piece of tapestry. The piece, though 
not large, is invaluable, as that particular 
kind of Gobelin is solely made for the 
French Government on special occasions.

NIGHT TIE-UP IN SUBWAY. 


Fiat Car Runs Off Track, Stops North 
Bound Local Trains. 


A train used to collect refuse at the 
various stations in the subway ran off 
the track while going north just below 
the Grand Central Station about 2:15 
o'clock this morning.

DEMOCRATS BITTER 
IN SENATE DEBATE 


Bailey Makes Patterson Admit 
He Voted for Caucus Rule. 


SUGGESTS HE QUIT THE PARTY 


Texan Quotes President’s Letter - 
Arraigning the Democracy as 
a Divided Organization.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 7.—Democratie 


Senators had it out this afternoon. It 
was strictly a Democratic day in the 
Senate. Not a Republican Senator spoke 
from the moment Senator Patterson of 
Colorado took the floor to assail the ac- 
tion of his party’s caucus on the Santo 
Domingo treaty until Senator Bailey fin- 
ished his withering reply. 
was enthralling, the best of this session. 
Mr. Patterson had prepared himself for 
several days. He made a strong speech, 
not merely in defense of his action in 
bolting, but in arraignment of the whole 
caucus system. Mr. Bailey, who has been 
for two days in a hospital, at the bedside 
of a son who was supposed to be dying, 
had had but little time for preparation. 
In the end Mr. Patterson was forced to 


confess that he had himself aided in the 
enactment of the caucus rule affecting 
treaties he was now decrying as infamous 
and to make a fervent appeal to his fel- 
low-Senators not to let the issue be 
clouded by his inconsistencies. When this 
point was reached both Senators were 
bitter. It was by a plainly observable 
effort that they kept from violating the 
amenities, 

Through both speeches ran a mysterious 
undercurrent. They seemed to be talk- 
ing not about each other, but about some 
one else. This one was Clarke of Ar- 
kansas, for whose vote both parties are 
contending. 

Balley Applauded by Foes. 

All the reserved galleries to-day were 
full of wives of Senators and Represen- 
tatives and Cabinet officers, with their 
friends. Three-fourths of the audience 
were Republicans, and yet Bailey had 
them with him to such an extent that 
the Vice-President was obliged to sup- 
press the demonstrations. One Repub- 
lican Senator’s wife said afterward that 
she and all her friends were applauding 
Bailey when Mr. Fairbanks’s admonition 
came. 

Long before the time for the debate 
the galleries were jammed and long lines 
were waiting patiently outside for a 
chance to slip in and take the seat of 
some outgoing spectator. The executive 
gallery, nearly always empty, was 
crowded, and even the diplomatic gak 
lery, whose doorkeeper usually has noth- 
ing to do but draw a salary, was almost 
full. 

As the Senate convened Patterson was 
in the Republican cloakroom, talking 
with Mr. Spooner, and the two came 
out together, still conferring. Every 
Senator who is in the city was in his 
place. Before long a quorum of the 
House of Representatives was in the 
Chamber, standing up in a mass back 
of the Senators’ desks. Every clerk and 
employe who could squeeze into the 
Chamber was huddled in with the Rep- 
resentatives, 


Patterson Begins His Attack. 


Patterson spoke to the resolution intro- 
duced by him against the action of the 
Democratic caucus in defining it to be the 
duty of Democrats to vote against the 
Santo Domingo treaty. He told how a 
Democratic Senator had asked him, before 
he delivered his speech of lust Wednes- 
day, not to commit himself on the treaty 
until after a caucus, and that he had dis- 
regarded the request. 

Now,” he said, “I fignre in newspaper 
headlines like this: ‘The White House 
Senator,’ ‘Senator Fatterson, a _ bolter 
from his party.’ The ‘mpression is given 
that I took this step from selfish and in- 
defensible motives. A leading New York 
paper has stated that I had some under- 
standing with the President about my re 
election or about patronage. 

“IT have never asked the President for 
an appointment except once when I asked 
him to appoint an Episcopal clergyman 
to a Chaplaincy. He replied that the place 
belonged to the Methodists and that no 
Episcopalian need apply. 

“Many things he has done I do not 
approve of. But I feel that in his strug- 
gle along economic lines, dealing with the 
railroad question, with the trust and mo- 


|nopoly issues, he is making such a fight 


as no President but Andrew Jackson 
ever made, and I admire him for the 
brave, courageous stand he has taken.” 
He repeated his announcement that he 
would vote for the Santo Domingo treaty, 
and here Senator Morgan, for the first 
time indicating that he was aware of Pat- 
terson’s existence, dug a pit for him. He

Depew Legislator. 


HIS MADISON SQUARE IDEA 


“If There Is a Decent Spot in New 
York, Which There Ain’t, This 
Is It,” Said He. 


Senator Edgar T. Brackett was pretty 
much the whole show at the dinner of 
the Saratoga Society at the Hotel Astor 
last evening. He was vociferously hailed 
as the ‘‘next Governor’’ when he en- 
tered, and at other times in the course 
of the evening a group whom the Sen- 
ator was moved enviously to term “ those 
young devils’’ took up the cry to the 
exclusion of all other sentiments. The 
anti-Depew Senator made a speech the 
text of which was the need of equality 
before the law, and had to pause at fre- 
quent intervals while his hearers ex- 
pressed their approval of him and his 
ideas. 

The Rev. Dr. George A. Alexander pre- 
sided and called on the Senator from Sar- 
atoga as soon as the tables were cleared, 

““Our next Governor!” yelled the crowd. 

** Not yet,” said Mr. Brackett. 

‘Yes, yes, yes,’"’ came back from the 
“young devils’’ in persistent disagree- 
ment. 

Dr. Alexancer had told how his stenog-

ed the words “able and incorruptible ’’ 
into ‘‘able and Incorrigible.” Dr. Alex- 
ander also declared that every Saratogan 
was proud of a representative at Albany 
who “is courageous enough to vote for 
his convictions, though he votes alone.” 

“1 don’t believe,’”’ replied Senator 
3rackett, “that it requires courage to 
vote alone when you think that you are 
voting right. I think the time is coming 
when it will take courage for some other 
men to stand up and explain why they 
voted in a way they knew to be wrong. 

“I feel when I hear people say pleas- 
ant things as you have to-night that you 
are like the man who said of John Quincy 
Adams that he did some good work, 
but never voted with the majority. In 
Albany what appears to be needed more 
than anything else is a clear conception 
of what constitutes equality before the 
law. The great trouble at Albany, and, 
from my humble observation, at Wash- 
ington as well, is the continual grabbing 
after special privileges, and any one who 
wants to accomplish anything at Albany 
or elsewhere must recognize that all 
people have certain inalienable rights in 
which they are to be protected, both by 
the courts and by the lawmaking body. 

Justice J. W. Houghton, who has re- 
cently been designated to sit here in the 
Appellate Division of the Supreme Court, 
reminded Senator Brackett of some of the 
between up-Staters and the 
tolks of the Metropolis. He told a story 
about a woman who stood in front of the 
Flatiron Building, and asked a policemen 
where she could get a Broadway car. 

“You'll get it in the back of the neck 
in about a minute if you stand there,”’ 
was what Justice Houghton’s policeman 
e 

ustice Houghton told Senator Brack- 
of Madison Square. It 
seemed one day the Senator called 
on the Justice in his chambers in the 
Appellate Division Courthouse and looked 
out from an upper window across to 
Broadway. 

“If there was a decent spot in this 
town,”’ remarked Senator Brackett, ac- 
cording to the Justice, ‘‘ which there isn’t, 
this is it."’ 

Justice McLaughlin also laid his tribute 
at the Senator’s feet. 

“We can’t help admiring a man,” he 
said, ‘‘ who has the courage of his con- 
victions. He may be wrong or he may 
be right, but the man who can stand up 
in the Senate and speak out what he 
thinks is right on public questions in 
which all the people are vitally inter- 
ested demands our admiration in a man- 
ner that cannot be gainsaid, 

“We may disagree with you,’ the 
Justice continued, turning to the guest of 
the evening, ‘“‘ but we know that you are 
honest and that you stand for your con- 
victions.”’ 

Ex-Judge M. L. Townes of Brooklyn 
spoke in the same vein. 

“There is too much class legislation,”’ 
he declared, taking his cue from Senator 
Brackett. ‘‘ We need the equality before 
the law that the Senator talks about, but 
what we need most is a man in the Gov- 
ernor’s chair who will stand for his con- 
victions, and who will not wabble when he 
is brought up against an important situ- 
ation.”’

N. Y. LIFE IN GOLD MINES. 


Company’s Capital Being Used in Nic- 
aragua, Says Consul Trimmer. 


Capital supplied by the Standard Oil and 
New York Life Insurance Companies is 
being used to develop important gold de- 
posits in Nicaragua, according to.EHdward 
W. Trimmer, American Consul at Cape 
Gracias a Dios, who is in New York. Fur- 
thermore, the American investors have a 
monopoly in the gold-producing industry 
of this section, the Nicaraguan Congress 
haying put mining machinery on the free 


list and having granted rights of explora- 
tion and navigation to those now engaged 
in mining. 

‘‘ American capital,’’ said Mr. Trimmer, 
“is now mining gold in the Cucunaia 
and Prinzapulka sections at the rate of 
about 5,000 ounces a month, which ag- 
gregates in value about $85,000, at the 
rate of $17 an ounce. An immense amount 
of machinery has been installed, for the 
mining is of the quartz variety, and the 
production is constantly on the increase. 
Americans are in charge of the work, and 
hire Chinese to do the drudgery. 

‘The gold is among the foothills a few 
miles from the coast, but is difficult of 
| access, All the gold produced is shipped 
{to the United States, and this country 
now has a practical monopoly in im- 
ports.”’

WORK OF COMMITTEE OF 100 


An Alternative Plan Suggests an Inde- 
pendent College—Needed Legisla- 
tion to be Sought. 


The Committee of One Hundred, ap- 
pointed to further the establishment of a 
public university in Brooklyn, adopted the 
report last evening of its Plan and Scope 
Committee of Fifteen, of which Edward 
M. Grout is Chairman. This report pro- 
vides for the provisional incorporation of 
the university and the introduction in the 
Legislature of the necessary enabling act. 

Mr. Grout presided at the meeting, which 
was held in Long Island Historical Hall 
Among those present were David A.

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TO THE POLE BY SUBWAY. 


Best and Warmest Method, Capt. Os- 
born Tells Explorer Nordenskjold. 


On _ the eve of his return to his native 
land, Prof. Otto Nordenskjild, the young 
Swedish antarctic explorer, who has spent 
six weeks lecturing in this country, wee} 
{ceived a joint tribute of praise last night | 
ifrom the Arctic and the Explorers’ Clubs, 
| who gave him a dinner in the Studio 
Building, in West Sixty-seventh Street. 
In the after-dinner speaking Dr. Nor- 
denskjild heard of some easy ways of 
reaching the north and south pole whieh 


have not yet been tried. 

Col. D. L. Brainard, Vice President of 
the Explorers’ Club and one of the sur- 
vivors of the Greely expedition, presided. 
Among the speakers were Prof. William 
| H. Brewer, Dr. Frederick A. Cook, An- 
|thony Fiala, who was at the head of the 
| second Ziegler expedition; Capt. E. Mikel- 
j sen of the Baldwin-Ziegler expedition and 
| who soon will start out to explore the un- 
known regions north of Alaska; Capt. B. 
8. Osborn, and J. W. Davidson of one 
of the Peary expeditions to Greenland 
and United States Consul at Harbin, 
| where he got into trouble with the Rus- 
sians. 

Dr. Nordenskjjld gave an _ illustrated 
lecture of his antarctic trip. He spoke 
of his experiences in this country as the 
pleasantest of his career, and paid a 
| high tribute to the courage, ersever- 
ance, and achievements of the American 
explorer. 

When the coffee was being served Col. 
| Brainard arose in his seat, and proposed 
the toast of the guest in Swedish punch.

AERO CLUB BALLOON FOUND. 


One Heard from In Connecticut—As- 
cension at West Polnt or Pittsfield. 


The second of the three pilot balloons that 
were sent up last Saturday and Sunday by the 
Aero Club of America to test the quality of dif- 
ferent gas plants was heard from yesterday, 

nd a comparison of the two has revealed the 
fact that the first balloon, found Monday on 
Long Island, was sent up from the gas plant 
near 188th Street and the Harlem River, on 
Saturday afternoon. The balloon sent up from 
West Point was the one heard from yesterday, 
It fell at Washington, Conn., and was found 
by M. O, Camp. The balloon traversed a dis- 
tance of forty-two miles in one hour and five 
minutes, a splendid achievement for a small 
balloon, 

Cortlandt Field Bishop, who has had much 
balloon experience in Paris and is one of the 
active members of the Aero Club here in plan- 
ning for the first ascension of the Aero Club's 
balloon, said last night that the ascension 
would probably take place either at West Point 
or Pittsfield. The gas plants in New York 
State are required to make water gas, and 
this 1s practically useless for balloon Lifting 
purposes. Coal gas is necessary, so the ascen- 
sion must be made outside of New York, but at | 
West. Point coal gas is manufactured under 
the United States Government regulations.

The Glasgow correspondent of The London

‘“‘The bacteriologist for the Burgh of Govan 

has issued an interesting report on his investi- 
gations into the question of diphtheria infec- 
tion from cats. The cats were taken to the 
laboratory where their throats were examined. 
Micro-organisms from the throat were found to 
correspond in every respect to those of the 
human subject. In one case the animal had 
been in the habit of sleeping in the same bed 
as the patient; in the other the ehild had 
| been carrying it in her arms and kissing it, 
as children frequently do with domestic pets. 
Both cats had been.atling previously to the 
children becoming affected. Of five cases of 
diphtheria recently reported in Govan three 
patients came from two families living in ad- 
joining properties and two from a house in a 
tenement directly opposite. In the clroum- 
scribed area inclosing the back courts of ther’ 
buildings there had been a stray cat which ha: 
eventually obtained a home in one of the fami- 
les affected. The animal, when examined, 
was found to be suffering from post-diphtheri- 
tic paralysis of the legs.”’

'R. E. SPEER THINKS HE CAN 


Though He May Not Make Any Money 
—Rockefeller, Jr, Inquires 
About the New Life. 


At the first of a series of special meet- 
ings held under the auspices of the Rocke- 
feller Bible Class, Robert E. Speer spoke 
last night on “The Enlargement of the 
Christian Life.” Some seventy-five men 
gathered in the west wing of the Fifth 
Avenue Baptist Church to listen to him. 
After the close of his talk Mr. Speer, who 
is Secretary of the Presbyterian Board of 
| Foreign Missions, ‘nvited his hearers to 
ask him questions. John D. Rockefeller, 
Jr., was the first to speak. 

‘““When a man has only recently de- 
cided to léad a new life, to look to higher 
things,’”” he asked, “what is the first 
| thing that you consider necessary for him 
to do in carrying out his purpose? How 
should he begin?” 

“First of all, he should give himself 
to Christ,’’ replied Mr. Speer. ‘“‘ As the 
| first practical step he should begin to 
pray the very morning after his decision. 
For just as one’s body must be fed, so 
that it will not waste away, so the new 
Christian life must be kept alive and 
strong with prayer.” 

After that there were several questions. 
One member of the class made a distinc- 
tion between spiritual charity and tem- 
poral charity—between giving of one’s 
soul and giving of one’s personal, physic- 
al property. He said he thought the way 
to salvation lay in spiritual rather than 

temporal charity. 

““Do you think, Mr. Speer,”’ he inquired, 
‘*that a man ought to give away every- 
thing he has? Where is the Hmit? Is a 
man to make a slave of himself by giving 
'his all to others?” 

“I don’t think we are troubled in this 
city by many men who make themselves 
slaves to others,’’ observed Mr. Speer. 
Then he gave his opinion on the matter 
of giving and the extent to which it 
should be carried. 

“Can a man make a success in the 
world these days when he thinks of 
others before himself?’ was the next 
question. 

‘“* Yes, I think he can. Of course it all 
depends, on your definition of success. 
Christ ‘succeeded,’ but he didn’t have 
any money.” 

‘“‘It seems to me,”’ put in another mem- 
| ber of the class, ‘‘that a man always 
helps himself, anyway, by helping others. 
He makes them his friends, and in re- 
turn for what he has done they are ready 
to give him aid.” 

At this point the discussion seemed to 
running away with itself, and as 
| there were only a few minutes left, Mr. 
| Rockefeller got up and asked that the 
questions be made as pointed as pos- 
sible. 

‘We haven't time to discuss everything 
that may be interesting to us and to Mr.

The markets, generally es are quiet, 
and in some spots easier. he tonnage of new 
orders being placed has grown less, chiefly be- 
ause buyers are well covered far into the year 
and because sellers have contracted for their 
output. Consumption continues at an enormous 
rate, and shipments of finished fron and steel 
are to the record—an extraordinary fact 
in midwinter. As yet the figures are not com- 
plete, but it seems probable that the shipments 
for January will equal, if they do not exceed, 
those for October, the highest yet attained in 
the history of the Steel Corporation. 

The pig iron markets show some easing off all 
around jor forward delivery. This holds good 
for thé Central West in basic pig and in foun- 
dry irons, and notably for the lower grades of 
Southern iron fn the markets which that prod- 
uct reaches.

Recourse 
was had to the tenth floor of the Parker 
Building. A diminutive watchman an- 
swered all queries about “‘ great art col- 
lection.” He answered them all in the 
same words, viz., ‘‘On your way, you.” 

A score of newspaper reporters scurried 
about the city searching for information. 
|Connoisseurs were appealed to all over 
|New York. None of them knew any- 
|thing. They displayed great interest, how- 
jever. The search went on all afternoon, 
and the effair got worked up to such a 
state that the art world began to believe 
that a great collection had been dam- 
aged. One afternoon paper had it that 
ja ‘Baltimore billionaire’’ had _ his art 
treasures stored in the Parker Building.

WOOSTER LONG ON STAND 


Planned Forty Schemes Like “ Fads 
and Fancles”—His Marriage to 
Divorced Woman Inquired Into. 


The last witness before adjournment yes- 
terday in the hearing of the perjury charge 
against William d'Alton Mann of Town 


Topics was Col. Edwin B. Hay, the hand-. 


writing expert. Three specimens of the 
Colonel's handwriting were shown to him. 
He said the man who wrote them wrote 
the “O. K., W. D. M.,’’ on a note from 
Count Reginald Ward to Col. Mann, sug- 
gesting that the Count be put on the free 
mailing list. The perjury charge is based 
on these letters. 

The most of the hearing was taken up 
with testimony by Moses Ellis Wooster, 
originator and vendor in chief of ‘‘ Fads 
and Fancies,’’ manager of the Society E.i- 
tors’ Association, publisher of ‘‘ America’s 
Smart Set,’’ and principal witness against 
Col. Mann. He admitted that he had 
planned some forty schemes along the 
lines made famous in ‘‘ Fads and Fancies.”’ 

Wooster fell yesterday into the hands of 
Martin Littleton and other counsel for 

. Mann, For hours he was under fire, 


and he did not issue unscathed. All ef- 
forts, ‘however, to shake his story of the 
marking of ‘O. ic... W:. 2 aos CB Ee 
Ward note by Col. Mann remained un- 
availing. Nor did Mr. Littleton prove very 
successful in his efforts to show that the 
Rico Syndicate stock transaction was a 
scheme of Wooster, with Col. Mann as 
its ‘unwitting and deluded victim. The 
most serious new matter produced by the 
defense was a cablegram from Count Reg- 
inald Ward at London, saying: 

“Town Topics, New York: 

“IT never received copies from your of- 
fice. *WARD.” 

The introduction of this message fol- 
lowed the appearance in the hands of Mr. 


| Littleton of the Town Topics ‘‘ deadhead ” 


list for 1903. This is the list which Mr. 
Hart vainly tried to obtain by serving a 
subpoena duces tecum on Secretary Wili- 
jam L. Daniels of the Town Topics Pub- 
lishing Company, and which was not pro- 
duced by Daniels on the ground that Col.

The list handed to Wooster “for the 
refreshment of his memory consisted 
of some thirty badly handled pages, 
some of which were full, while others 
contained only two or three names, On 
every page were names that had been 
scratched out. Mr. Littleton asserted 
that it was the only “free” list of the 
Town Topics, and insisted that the wit- 
ness should read it through and see 
whether he could find the name of Ward. 
Wooster said the Name was not there. 
The pages of the list were partly loose, 
and no evidence was introduced to prove 
that the list was complete. 

The attack on Wooster'’s credibility as 


his wife’s former name. When he re- 
plied, ‘‘ Miss Richards,” Mr. Littleton 
asked if her name was not Mrs. Wendel. 

“Oh, I didn’t know you meant her name 
just before our marriage,” rejoined 
W ooster. 

Mr. Jerome was in court, and assisted 
Mr. Hart in protesting against this line 
of questioning.

‘Did Wendel come home from a re- 
hearsal one night 
his home locked and you and his wife 
fled to New Jersey?” asked Mr. Little- 
ton. 

‘No, Sir,”’ roared Wooster. ‘“ There 
was nothing of that kind at all. I did 
not go to New Jersey.” 

Gradually he was made to admit that 
he and Mrs. Wendel left the flat to- 
gether, and that he conducted her to 
some place in this city, the name of 
which he has forgotten. The young wo- 
man left for San Francisco afterward, 
he continued, and he joined her there and 
became her husband after she had been 
divorced. 

“You were hard up when you went to 
the Wendels’ house?’ was the next ques- 
tion. 

‘Oh, not hard up exactly,”’ replied the 
witness.

FREE BOATS AT THE BRIDGE ? 


Metz Says They Would Relieve the 
Crush in the Rush Hours—He 
and McGowan to Investigate. 


Acting on the recommendations of Dock 
Commissioner Bensel, the Sinking Fund 
Commission decided yesterday upon the 
municipalization of the Thirty-ninth 
Street ferry to South Brooklyn. The 
Commission authorized the Dock Depart- 
ment to employ architects and engineers 
to prepare plans for terminals and boats. 

Commissioner Bensel’s plan, however, 
is broader than that which he laid before 
the Board yesterday. He plans also in 
the near future to have the city purchase 
the Hamilton Ferry to Brooklyn, and to 
take more land at South Ferry, so that 
the Hamilton, South Brooklyn and Sta- 
ten Island Ferry terminals may all be 
joined and enlarged. With theseplans car- 
ried out there will be seven slips for these 
systems as against four at present. The 
Staten Island Ferry has two slips and 
needs three, the South Brooklyn Ferry 
has one slip and needs two, and the Ham- 
ilton Ferry also needs another slip. The 
Commissioner wants to take the present 
Pier 8, assessed at $329,000, and worth 
$500,000, and a bill is now pending in the 
Legislature to permit the city to acquire 
it. At present the pier is reserved by the 
State for canal uses. The Commissioner 
{is also planning to have the city take 
land at the Brooklyn terminal of the 
Thirty-ninth Street line. This land lies 
between the present ferry slip and a 
market, and is owned by the Kings Coun- 
ty Elevated Railroad. 

In order to carry out the scheme the 
Board of Estimate will have to appro- 
priate the money, as was done for the 
Staten Island Ferry. The city already 
owns the Whitehall Street terminal, and 
the South Brooklyn terminal is to be 
acquired under condemnation proceed- 
ings. 

According to Mr. Bensel’s plans the 
Thirty-ninth Street Ferry will be oper- 
ated with new boats estimated to cost 
$200,000 each. They will be smaller and 
of less power than the Staten Island 
boats, -.which cost $230,000 each. The 
Commissioner has the whole scheme well 
in hand, he said, and he hopes to be 
able to advertise the specifications for 
the boats within a month. He will ask 
John W. Millard, the naval architect, to 
supervise the construction. The archi- 
tects, naval and civil, are to get 5 per 
cent. each on the cost, and a consulting 
engineer-in-chief is to be paid a one- 
per-cent. commission on the total cost
